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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claims 46-51 present new claim combinations and limitations previously not considered, including e.g. 
claims 47, 48, the axial length of the orifies is less than 50% or 20% of the total axial length, a single cooling orifice located in each portion 
of the housing split in one sectional plane, the "conical shaped guide hole located in the outer wall structure that damps radial and/or axial 
movement of the housing by reducing structural rigidity of the housing" (claim 51) are all new issues that require further search and/or 
consideration. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's remarks are not fully responsive because they argue claim 37 but ignore all the other claims of 
final rejection of 1 1/23/2005. Applicant argues that "regarding the remaining claims, applicant respectfully submits that its prior arguments 
(see Response to Office Action, dated October 12, 2005) support their patentability." 

This is not responsive because the grounds of rejection made in the final rejection are not the same as that of the first office action of 
07/12/2005. Consequently, applicant's previous arguments have little bearing on the outstanding grounds of rejection. The arguments 
made with respect to claim 37 are also not persuasive as the function claimed is set forth as "can be damped" and thus is not positively 
recited and thus is not explicitly required in the applied art. 
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
